ing: privately owned utilities buy- 
Ing- power from public built dams 
to lower rates to electric consum- 
ers.") 


Wilson H, Fox. of Taylor, Arthur 


Holland of Belton and Harry N. 
Graves of Georgetown appealed to 
the house to send the matter to 
committee, arguing that represen- 
tatives did not know what the con- 
tract contained. Fox said that his 
father, one of the Brazos district 
directors, considered It a good con- 
tract.

Senator Thomas (D-Utah), Smith 
testified his chief firm—Corpora- 
tions company—carried on "indus- 
trial esponage" work, 


Dan G. Ross, general manager of 


the corporations auxiliary company 
and a former Plnkerton Detective 
Agency employe, testified he had 
"about 40" operatives in Chrysler 
Corporation auto_factorles.

RESPOND TO WATER 
CONSERVATION WELL

COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 25.— 


(XP>— Results obtained from pas- 
ture Improvement .studies at the 
Experiment Station at Spur, Ini- 
tiated in an effort to increase the 
stand of grass and the carrying 
capacity of native grass pastures 
on heavy, droughty soils, show, 
that native grass species respond 
to water 
conservation 
practices 


as well, or even better, than the 
common field crops, 


For instance, an acre of over- 


grazed native grass land, largely 
buffalo and bluo grama grasses, 
solid listed on contours to a depth 
of three inches produced an aver- 
age of 2,197 pounds of air d;y 
forage per acre in 1935 and 1936. ] 
On the other hand, an adjoining 
area left unlisted made an aver- 
age yield of only 670 pounds. 


The Increased stand as well as 


the additional growth 
of grass 


may be attributed to more fa- 
vorable soil moisture conditions. 
Moisture samples taken after a 
heavy rain show that the soil on 
the contour listed area contained 
approximately three Inches more 
available soil moisture than did 
tho unlisted area. A large amount 
of water penetrated to a depth 
of five feet on the listed land as 
compared with a maximum pene- 
tration of two 
feet on the un- 


listed land. 


In listing the land the grass Is 


not entirely covered, since a nar- 
row strip of grass is left on both 
sides of the furrow.

IN TRUCK LEGISLATION 


Any change in existing Texas truck 


laws which will ir.---~3se the present 
7,000-pound load \'....'.\- will affect ad- 
versely all communities in the state, 
both rural and urban. This statement 
is proved best by identifying the causes 
and effects upon Texas communities. 


These are: 


1. Increasing truck loads mean cor- 


respondingly 
increasing the distance 


which the truck can profitably carry its 
load. 


2. Increasing the distance of profit- 


able truck haul means bringing thi 
small town wholesale houses and indus- 
trial plants, such as wholesale grocers,, 
bottling 
plants, feed mills, oil mills, 


grain elevators, cotton compresses and 
retail lumber yards, into direct compe- 
tition with similar establishments ir 
Jarge cities. 


3. Such competition will inevitably re. 


suit in further drying up the small coun- 
try towns by taking from them 
tht 


payrolls, taxes and local purchases rep- 
resented by their present establishments. 
Property values, both residential 
and 


commercial, will decline; volume of re- 


tail sales will grow smaller and former 
empoyees will migrate to the cities to 
reinforce the ranks of the unemployed 
and the bread lines. 


4. Large cities, at first stimulated by 


increased trade territories, bought at 
the expense of the country towns, will 
be ultimately affected adversely because 
of the resulting unhealthy condition of 
the rural communities forming these 
trade territories. 


5. Because of the consequent shrink- 


age of the state's tax revenues from 
country towns, taxes from the cities will 
have to be increased correspondingly. 


6. The lower truck load limit of Texas 


now has the effect of acting as a bar- 
rier at Texas borders to the movement 
of the larger truck loads carrying mer- 
chandise from the metropolitan and pro- 
ducing centers of other states. Any 
increase in Texas truck load limits will 
break down that barrier and permit the 
free truck movement into the state of 
many commodities which unquestionably 
would be sold directly to the retailers, 
thus destroying, in a large measure, the 
business of wholesalers and jobbers now 
located in Texas cities. 


Conditions which affect adversely the well-being of Texas com- 
munities also affect Texas railroads in identical manner and degree.
